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Benefit payment 
axed for tenants

TENANTS have 
been left worried 
about eviction 
after receiving 
letters telling 
them their rents 
will no longer be 
covered by benefit 
payments. 

More than 20 ten¬ 
ants of private land¬ 
lords in Haverhill 
were shocked to 
learn their benefit 
payments for two 
rooms had been cut 
by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, 
which has said it will 
now only pay for one 
room. 

They could face 
eviction for being more 
than seven days in 
arrears with their rent. 
But the council has said 
it hopes landlords will 
wait for the outcome of 
appeals next month 
before deciding whether

to take action. 

Most of the rooms, in 
shared houses, have 
been rented through 
Haverhill agents CXG. 

Robin Pilley, who 
runs CXG with his 
brother Daniel, said: 
“This is an absolute 
nightmare. People are 
worried about being out 
on the streets in the 
coldest winter for 30 
years.”

Miss Bruce, who is deputy to 
manager Brigitte Haig, said: 
“We have some very good 
volunteers, but we need more. 

“We like our volunteers to 
train to become advisers. But 
we could also use people who 
can spare a couple of hours to 
help with filing or help in the 
office.” 

Miss Bruce, 38, previously 
worked in industry as a 
chemist before moving into 
purchasing and the CAB job, a 
paid post, for a change in 
direction. 

She said: “I feel I’m putting 
something back into the 
community.” 

In addition to dealing with 
callers who come in with their 
problems, the CAB also works 
on helping to shape social 
policy with the government. 

There are drop-in sessions 
for which no appointment is 
needed at the CAB’s offices in 
the Centre for Voluntary 
Agencies in Lower Downs 
Slade on four days a week. The 
CAB also offers a telephone 
advice service. 

Anyone needing more 
detailed help is invited to make 
an appointment with a 
specialist adviser.

A LIFE-saving first responder scheme 
has been boosted with an influx of 
volunteers thanks to an article in the 
Haverhill Weekly News. 

The scheme in Haverhill was 
struggling for active members and most 
of the calls for help vrere being dealt with 
by co-ordinator Margaret Marks. 

Now eight people have applied to join. 

Mrs Marks said: Thank you so much 
for the wonderful article. This is an 
outstanding result. 

The Magpas Community First 
Responder Scheme has been running in 


Haverhill since 2002 and has helped 
save the lives of people who have 
suffered strokes, heart attacks and other 
life-threatening medical emergencies. 

There are 12 trained members, but 
during the Christmas period, Mrs Marks 
was largely working alone because 
colleagues were not available to be on 
call. 

Volunteers, who do not need to have a 
medical background, are trained to use a 
defibrillator to jump start a heart 
which has stopped beating as well as 
other equipment to help people keep 


breathing. 

They are called in to give immediate 
help before the arrival of ambulance 
personnel. 

The team has responded to around 
4,000 emergencies in the past eight 
years. 

Volunteers need to be between the 
ages of 21 and 70 and reasonably fit. Full 
training is given.

He said the benefit payments 
for two rooms had been made, 
in many cases, for a year. 

“Considering how the council 
has impressed on us the 
vulnerability of the tenants and 
the need to adopt an 'inclusive’ 
attitude in dealing with them, 
this decision seems arbitrary 
and cynical in the extreme,” said 
Mr Pilley. 

He said he understood that 40 
councils across the country paid 
benefits for two rooms and he 
could not understand why St 
Edmundsbury housing officers 
had decided to cut the 
payments. 

Mark McCreaner, one of the 
affected tenants who lives at The 
Pightle, Haverhill, said: “I got a 
letter on fanuary 7 telling me my 
benefit had stopped on 
December 21.1 was devastated. 
I was just getting my life back on 
track. Now I can’t sleep and I’ve 
had to go to the doctor’s.” 

Mr McCreaner, 45, who 


suffers from depression and leg 
problems, said he needed a 
second room so his 
grandchildren could come to 
stay. 

Colin Marsland, 44, of Shire 
Court, Haverhill, said: “I was 
homeless last year and was 
sleeping rough in a car. I need 
the second room so my 12-year- 
old son can come and stay with 
me.” 

An emergency meeting was 
held in Haverhill on Monday, 
organised by local councillor 
Anne Gower, to bring council 
officials together with tenants 
and the letting agents. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“While we cannot discuss indiv¬ 
idual cases, we must point out 
that we have a duty to protect 
the public purse by ensuring 
housing benefits regulations are 
applied correctly. 

“There is an appeals process 
available to every tenant affect¬ 
ed and we have advised them to 
make use of this process. If a 


mistake has been made, or the 
information we have received is 
incorrect, it will become appar¬ 
ent. 

“If appropriate, our decision 
will be amended when we 
receive any new information 
and we assume that landlords 
would not evict tenants while 
this appeal process is going on.” 

A council spokesman said 
officials were “following up” 
some actions requested by CXG 
after the meeting on Monday. 

The spokesman said: "The 
council paid the benefits initially 
in good faith. Since then, 
following a variety of 
information received over some 
months, we have revised our 
decision. Someone in work 
would need to be earning in 
excess of £310 a week to 
independently afford two rooms 
with no support from housing 
benefit, so paying a benefits 
claimant for two rooms at a high 
rent is a disincentive to seek 
employment.”

A SINGLE mum-of-three 
on benefits is furious 
after a housing assoc¬ 
iation refused to deal 
with a rat infestation. 

Lisa O’Grady, 34, of Vange 
Close, Haverhill, has been 
plagued by the disease¬ 
carrying vermin, which have 
set up home in her shed - but 
are spreading to neighbouring 
properties. 

She said that officials at 
Havebury Housing, which 
owns the property, told her to 
go to St Edmundsbury District 
Council when she reported the 
problem. 

But the council said it has no 
legal responsibility to kill the 
rats - which is down to the 
owners of the land. 

Ms O’Grady, who has three 
children, aged 13, 6 and 3, says 
she cannot afford to pay for 
exterminators and fears the 
infestation could harm her 
youngsters. 

She said: “The neighbours 
contacted me and told me that 
the rats are coming from my 
shed. I told the housing 
association about it and they 
just put me onto the council 
who said it wasn’t their 
responsibility. So whose is it? 

“I asked for a quote from 
Rentokill and it would be £120. 
I just can’t afford that. I am 
worried the children might 
catch something. 

“Nobody seems to want to 
deal with it. The neighbours

have put down traps and 
poison, but they didn’t work. 

“Surely, someone must want 
to clear them before a child is 
hurt or catches something 
awful. I am sure there are a lot 
of families on benefits who 
can’t afford that sort of money. 

“So are we going to allow the 
rats just to breed and carry 
diseases? It’s a total disgrace.” 


But the housing association 
has washed its hands of the rat 
problem 

A spokeswoman said: “It is 
the responsibility of the tenant 
to deal with any rat infestation. 

“We have spoken to Ms 
O’Grady and given her advice. 
The tenant has been 
responsible for anything like 
this since 2006.”

Gritting reduced as 
supplies run low 


ICY ROADS were left untreated 
when councils cut back their 
gritting operations as salt 
supplies ran low. 

County councils in Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire limited their road 
treatment operations as the cold 
weather persisted at the weekend. 

They continued to treat only the 
busiest A and B roads as temperatures 
rose earlier this week resulting in a thaw 
in most places. 

A national shortage of salt led to a 
Government-imposed rationing of 
supplies and orders to councils to cut 
back use by 25 per cent. 

Earlier this week, Cambridgeshire 
County Council said it only had 
supplies for “four or five days” of

gritting if the cold weather returned. 

Suffolk County Council was treating 
priority routes in the late afternoon and 
again the following morning. 

A council spokeswoman said that 
freezing temperatures at night and the 
forecast of further snow meant that 
gritting operations would continue. 

Further light snow had been expected 
later in the week, but rain forecast for 
tomorrow was likely to result in a rapid 
thaw, although freezing temperatures 
could return at the weekend. 

During the worst of the weather at the 
end of last week, police reported 
numerous crashes but none resulted in 


serious injury. 

Police also warned snowball throwers 
that they could face prosecution for 
anti-social behaviour. 

In one incident in Haverhill a vehicle’s 
windscreen was cracked when a 
snowball was dropped from a 
footbridge as it passed underneath. 

A Suffolk police spokesman said: 
“Whilst we do not wish to spoil 
anyone's fun during the wintry weather, 
we would advise anyone throwing 
snowballs to be mindful of other people 
and their property. We want everyone to 
stay safe and to enjoy the snow, but 
please refrain from throwing snowballs 
at buildings, vehicles and people as they 
can cause injury and damage.”

St Edmundsbury Council chiefs have 
urged people to stay clear of the pond 
which is a public amenity. 

Plunging into a pond in freezing 
temperatures, frozen ponds, lakes and 
open water are extremely dangerous and 
can have fatal results. 

Hazards include drowning, asphyxia 
and hypothermia.

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Hospital still 
closed by 
winter virus 


A HOSPITAL hit by 
an outbreak of the 
winter vomiting 
virus remains closed 
to visitors. 

West Suffolk Hospital, 
Bury St Edmunds, which 
treats patients from the 
Newmarket and Haverhill 
areas, closed to visitors 
last week when the 
highly-contagious virus 
affected six wards. 

Now five wards remain 
closed to new admissions 
and the hospital is 
maintaining a ban on 
visitors - apart from those 
visiting children or 
patients in intensive care 
or palliative care.

The back entrance to 
the hospital has been 
locked and two members 
of staff are on duty at the 
front entrance to ask 
visitors to stay away. 

In addition, staff and 
outpatients coming into 
the hospital are being 
asked to wash their hands 
with soap and water using 
portable sinks placed in 
the foyer, both when 
arriving and leaving the 
building, as alcohol gel is 
not effective against the 
virus. 

Nichole Day, executive 
chief nurse and director 


of infection prevention 
and control at the 
hospital, said: “We would 
like to thank visitors for 
their patience and under¬ 
standing so far, and 
would urge them to 
continue to help us 
control this outbreak by 
staying away from the 
hospital site. 

“Anyone who does need 
to come into the building 
can help by cleaning their 
hands thoroughly with 
soap and water in the 
sinks we have provided.” 

Staff as well as patients 
have shown symptoms of 
the norovirus, as the 
vomiting disorder is 
officially known. 


Increase in 
burst mains 


A SHARP increase in 
the number of burst 
water mains is 
expected when the 
cold snap ends, 
according to Ang¬ 
lian Water. 

The firm said on a 
typical day it had an 
average of 13 burst 
mains, but on De¬ 
cember 29 last year, 
it had 76 - one of 
the highest num¬ 
bers recorded in a 
single day. 

It said: “In 
December 2008 and 
January 2009, there 
were massive 
increases in bursts 
on previous 
months. 

“We are keeping a 
very close eye on 
the weather forecast 
and when the thaw 
happens, predicted 
to be around 
Saturday, we are 
expecting a big 
increase in the 
number of burst 


water mains as the 
ground moves as it 
gets warmer.” 

Anglian Water 
said water and 
waste water services 
were continuing as 
normal, although it 
was easing back on 
flushing operations 
to reduce die risk of 
the water freezing 
and causing prob¬ 
lems for motorists 
and pedestrians. 

The firm said: 
“We are also re¬ 
prioritising leaks, 
repairing those that 
pose the greatest 
risk to public safety 
first, but we still 
need customers to 
continue to tell us 
when they spot a 
leak.”

West Wratling 

THE next parish council 
meeting will be held on 
Monday. All are 
welcome. At the last 
meeting the following 
matters were 
discussed: Litter and 
footpaths: Litter officer 
Colin McCall checked 
the village on 
November 5 and it was 
clear of litter. 

He also filled three 
bin liners of rubbish on 
the footpath going 
down to Fox Road in 
Balsham, where the 
ditches have now been 
cleared of silted earth 
and rubbish. There is a 
fallen tree by a footpath 
to be cleared by 
Richard Cobbold, who 
will also cut back a 
hedge on the south side 
of the Grove when there 
is a frost or a dry 
period. Scarlett Farm 
footpath is to be taken 
over by the owner of 
Scarlett Farm. 

Tree warden 
scheme: Cllr Heath 
offered his services to 
the village as the tree 
officer, which was 
gratefully accepted. He 
told the council there 
was money available 
for hedge planting, 
which might be useful 
with regard to the 
Pocket Park. 

Red telephone box: 
BT had asked if the 
village would like to 
adopt the red telephone 
box. This was 
discussed and the 
parish clerk was asked 
to get further details 
from BT. 

Maintenance: The 

expected grant award 
from South 

Cambridgeshire District 
Council (SCDC) for the 


village hall has been 
suspended until March. 
Money has already 
been spent on repairs 
and the parish council 
was asked if it would 
contribute towards 
these costs. The 
council agreed to 
£1,000 as the hall is a 
village asset and the 
amount was within the 
budget. 

The Causeway trees 
have been checked and 
are all doing well, 
despite fears that some 
had died. The water 
bags have been 
restrapped and it is 
hoped this cost will be 
refunded to the parish 
council. Keith Johnson, 
Wally Potter and Lyn 
Davidson were thanked 
for watering the new 
trees so regularly and 
diligently. 

The village seat has 
been refurbished. 

Finance: A pre¬ 
budget discussion was 
held prior to setting the 
precept this month. The 
budget for this year 
was on schedule, but 
money budgeted for 
various maintenance 
projects had so far not 
been used because of 
delays. These would go 
forward into next year’s 
budget if not used this 
year. Some tree work 
on the recreation 
ground is necessary 
and will be budgeted for 
next year. 

The signed 
statement of account 
has been received from 
the external auditors, 
Moore Stephens, and 
the notice posted on the 
noticeboards. 

Reports on 
meetings: Cllr McCall 
had attended the Age 
Concern meeting 


concerning the warden 
scheme. The scheme is 
going well and is being 
used in the village. 

Land registration: A 
letter concerning the 
boundary between the 
Village Hall and 81 High 
Street had been signed 
and will be sent to 
Hewitsons, thus 
concluding the 
paperwork prior to 
registration. 

Report by District 
Councillor Barrett: 
SCDC is having to find 
solutions to the 
financial problems, 
particularly with regard 
to the housing stock, as 
50 per cent of rental 
income is sent to the 
Government, leaving 
little for maintenance of 
stock. It is also 
receiving little interest 
on capital. 

There is to be a 
further wheeled bin for 
recycling rubbish. 

Complaints had been 
received about 
overhanging branches/ 
hedging on the 
Common Road. It is 
hoped that this will 
shortly be cut back.

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Six stones lighter and 
Marina sets sights on

other day I got asked out 
on the escalator in John 
Lewis.. 

Turn back the clock to 
spring 2007 and it’s a 
different story. After 
splitting with her 
husband of 16 years, 
Marina had become a 
single mum to four 
children. A dentist, with 
her own practice, she 
was working really long 
hours. And, a self- 
confessed comfort eater, 
Marina had piled on the 
weight: at 5ft 4in, she 
was more than 16 stone 
and wore a dress size 22. 

Marina, who lives in 
Cambridge, is still a 
single mum with her 
own dental practice. But, 
since May 2007, she has 
lost an awe-inspiring six 
stone - thanks to gastric 
band surgery, a healthy 
diet, and her own cast- 
iron determination. 

“Don’t think having a 
gastric band is a quick fix, 
because it isn’t,” says 
Marina. “But it has worked 
brilliantly for me. It’s been 
life-changing.” 

Marina’s battle with her 
weight dates back to her 
teenage years. As a child, 
growing up in Harlow, she 
was skinny. But then, in her 
teens, she started suffering 


chest pains: tests revealed a 
problem with her thyroid, 
which had affected her 
heart. Medication to slow 
her metabolism caused her 
to gain weight. “It wasn’t a 
lot,” she says, “but it was 
enough to make me self- 
conscious.” 

Despite missing quite a 
lot of school through 
illness, Marina got a place 
at college to do her A-levels, 
then went on to medical 
school to study dentistry. It 
was during her studies that 
Marina met the man who 
was to become her 
husband. 

“My weight was quite 
stable then -1 was a size 12 
to 14,” she continues. “We 
got married in 1987 and a 
year later I had Bianca, my 
eldest daughter, who’s 21 
now. I gained a stone with 
the pregnancy but I didn’t 
care: I had a happy 
marriage, a good job and a 
wonderful baby.” 

Eight months later, 
Marina fell pregnant again, 
with Alexander, now 20. 
And she gained another 
stone in weight. “It was 
hard work, having two so 
close together,” she says. 
“But I was very happy.” 

Then, in 1992, Marina 
decided to open her own 
dental practice, based in 
Stansted. Two years later, 
daughter Tamara came 
along - bringing another 
stone with her. And then, in 
1997, Marina had her 
fourth child, Rosie. By that 


stage, she had gained more 
than four stone in total, 
weighing in at more than 
14.5 stone. 

Just three weeks after 
Rosie was born, Marina’s 
life took a dramatic turn. “I 
had a car accident,” she 
explains. “I turned my 
Discovery on its side on the 
Ml 1.1 had all the children 
in the car but they were 
fine, thank goodness... It 
wasn’t until I’d checked 
them over that I noticed the 
end of one of my fingers 
was hanging off - and the 
bone was sticking out...” 

It soon became clear that 
Marina’s right hand was 
very badly damaged. In a 
seven-hour operation, a 
section of both her index 
finger and her thumb had 
to be amputated: as a right- 
handed dentist, medics 
said she might never work 
again. 

“In a way I think it was 
good for me to be told 
that,” says Marina. “I think 
it spurred me on: I was 
determined to prove them 
wrong.” 

Now, 12 years on, Marina 
has pretty much full use of 
her hand. “My writing is 
better than a lot of other 
people’s,” she laughs. Aside 
from the amputations, the 
only sign of the accident is 
some scarring on Marina’s 
forearm, disguised with an 
impressive collection of 
silver bangles. “I’ve still got 
some of the Mil in there,” 
Marina admits. “But, 


though it might sound a bit 
strange, in some ways the 
accident was actually a 
good thing.” 

In the wake of surgery, 
Marina was forced to take 
seven long months off 
work. “I used the time to do 
all kinds of courses that I 
wouldn’t have done 
otherwise - and that 
changed my life, and my 
dental practice, for the 
better.” 

As well as studying 
orthodontics, learning how 
to do less invasive brace 
work, Marina threw herself 
into holistic dentistry. As a 
result, she made her 
practice completely 
mercury free (some people 
have suggested that 
amalgam can have 
detrimental health affects). 

Although she initially 
struggled to look after baby 
Rosie - changing a nappy, 
for example, was almost 
impossible - Marina stuck 
to a strict rehab routine, 
combining physio and 
occupational therapy. She 
credits that regime with 
helping her return both to 
work and a normal way of 
life. 

By then, Marina was 
approaching 40. “I didn’t 
want to be fat and 40:1 
wanted to be fab and 40,” 
she giggles. “So I went on a 
diet, got a personal trainer 
and lost four stone in five 
months.” 

Marina kept the weight 
off for four years. And then, 


P OSING for the 
camera, hands 
on her hips and 
a huge smile on her 
face, Marina Carew 
looks fabulous.

after 16 years, her 
marriage broke down. “We 
parted company. We split 
up,” says Marina, simply. 
“And it was very stressful, 
looking after four children 
- all of school age - and 
running the practice. It 
was emotionally difficult 
too and I have to admit 
comfort eating: my real 
weakness was chocolate 
and sweets. 

“I used to snack on a bar 
of chocolate while I was 
cooking dinner at night, 
then eat my dinner, and 
snack again afterwards... 
It was a vicious circle: the 
more weight I gained, the 
more I beat myself up, the 
worse I felt, the more I ate. 
I just couldn’t understand 
why I couldn’t get a grip - 
I’d done it before, so why 
couldn’t I do it now?” 

Rising to more than 16 
stone, Marina says her size 
was making her really 
miserable. Things came to 
a head one day when, 
visiting the GP with one of 
the children, the doctor 
asked her for a private 
word - and offered her a 
course of slimming pills. 

“It was very kindly 
meant: she could see how 
fed up I was,” says Marina. 
“But when I did some 
research I decided it wasn’t 
for me. I would have 
needed a blood pressure 
check every fortnight and, 
as a holistic practitioner, I 
didn’t like the idea of the 
medication.” 

The suggestion had, 
however, got Marina 
thinking. Deciding to 
relocate from Stansted to 
Cambridge, because all 
four of her children were 
at school in the city, she 
decided to rent out the 
family home. Changing 
her mortgage to a buy-to- 
let, Marina took out an 
extra £8,000 - enough for 
gastric band surgery. 

Going for a consultation 
at Healthier Weight, a 
national company which 
specialises in weight-loss 
surgery, Marina decided to 
go ahead with the op 
(which puts a band 
around the stomach, 
reducing its capacity). 

“The children weren’t too 
impressed but my mum 
was all for it,” she says. 
“She just wanted me to be 
happy” 

Marina went to London 
for her surgery “I really 
wasn’t nervous and I was 
only in for two nights,” she 
says. They advised taking a 
week off work afterwards, 
but I went in on the Friday 


and I had a patient booked 
in on the Monday, so I was 
back at the practice for 
that. 

“I felt tired, but that was 
all. And I didn’t feel like 
eating at all -1 actually 
had to make myself eat.” 

Because of her 
restricted stomach 
capacity, Marina says she 
had to be careful to eat 
healthily and monitor her 
portion size: if she ate too 
much, it made her 
physically sick. 

But the weight 
immediately started to fall 
off: Marina was losing two 
or three pounds every 
week. Within 18 months, 
she’d lost more than six 
stone. 

When people began to 
comment on her new 
look, Marina says she was 
always quite open about 
having had a gastric band 
fitted. Her only fear was, 
she says, being left with 
loose skin. But, thanks to a 
good diet, plenty of 
exercise and taking care of 
herself (body brushing 
and moisturising 
religiously), she seemed to 
spring back into shape. 

“I didn’t use to value 
myself at all. I didn’t set 
aside any time for me,” 


says Marina. “But 
nowadays I take the time 
to look after myself: I do 
my hair and make-up 
every day -1 even have 
eyelash extensions - and I 
love getting dressed up. I 
feel good about myself.” 

Although she is quick to 
stress that it’s still early 
days, Marina is back in the 
dating game. “I’m not 
looking for anything 
serious at the moment -1 
want to enjoy my freedom 
a bit,” she says. “But one 
thing I’ve learned is that 
you can’t expect anyone 
else to love you if you don’t 
love yourself - and I love 
myself now.” 

Marina’s new year’s 
resolution is to run the 
2010 London Marathon in 
aid of a children’s charity. 
It’s the kind of challenge 
she would had once shied 
away from, but, thanks to 
her new-found self- 
confidence, she is trying all 
kinds of new things these 
days - even belly dancing. 

“The children are 
definitely proud of me, 
though my son doesn’t like 
it if his friends say I’m fit,” 
laughs Marina. “It just goes 
to show that, if you really 
want to, you do have the 
power to change your life.”

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Family swaps shelf 
life for the good life 


This time last year, Grant and Shauna Hawthorne made a 
resolution not to set foot in a supermarket for a full 12 months. 
The couple tell ALICE RYAN about going self-sufficient. 


£ S early on a winter morning, so 
rly the sky is still dark, and the 
Cambridgeshire countryside is 
shrouded in fog. All in all, it’s pretty 
uninviting. But one family are already 
out and about - tending their flock of 
Welsh mountain sheep. 

“It is hard work, especially when it’s 
cold and dark,” admits Grant 
Hawthorne. “But I just love being 
outside and I love being with the 
animals: there’s something refreshing 
and wholesome about it...” 

“Grant’s pathetically soppy about 
the sheep,” laughs his wife, Shauna. 
“He sits and chats to them.” 

Although they live in the middle of 
Cambridge, the Hawthornes - Grant 
and Shauna plus Scott, 8, and Hilary, 4 
- have their own little farm. Spanning 
several acres, it’s home to an 
impressive vegetable plot as well as 
the sheep. 

And it’s all part of their plan - to 
shun supermarkets and live a more 
self-sufficient life. 

“It all started this time last year,” 
Grant explains. “Jokingly, I said: ‘Could 
we actually survive without going to 
the supermarket?’We started thinking 
about it seriously and then decided to 
set ourselves a challenge: to go 12 
months without shopping in the 
supermarket at all.” 

“I can’t say it’s all been easy,” adds 
Shauna. “It doesn’t just change the 
way you shop, it changes your whole 
way of life. But we’ve managed it - and 


we’ve loved doing it, too.” 

Grant, who runs his own 
management consultancy, says he 
had long been troubled by what he 
describes as the monopoly of 
supermarkets. “Can you imagine 
waking up one day and there being 
nothing else left, nothing except 
supermarkets? That’s a really scary 
thought,” he explains. 

“The way supermarkets produce 
and supply food now just isn’t 
sustainable long-term. So many 
people are realising that and starting 
to grow their own; we decided it was 
time for us to give it a go.” 

Last New Year’s Eve, Grant admits 
making a final sortie to the 
supermarket deli counter - deli 
delicacies are, he says, the only thing 
he’s really missed. He also ordered 12 
free range chickens from a local 
farmer, to get the new regime under 
way. “We got them and thought: 
‘Right, what do we do now?”’ Shauna 
laughs. “We had to go out a buy a new 
freezer...” 

A keen gardener, Shauna already 
grew some vegetables in the back 
garden. But, realising they needed far 
more growing space to keep the 
family going all year, she and Grant 


decided to invest in an allotment. The 
waiting list for a Cambridge plot was 
enormous but, after phoning around 
some local land agents, they found an 
acre to rent in Snailwell. 

Half the patch was dedicated to 
home-grown veg, while Shauna 
decided to sow wheat on the other 
half. However, the couple decided to 
focus on sourcing ethically reared 
meat. First came a share in a pig, then 
a cow, both from local farms. Asking 
friends if they wanted to get involved, 
Grant says the numbers soon 
rocketed. 


“It got to the point where we were 
sharing with somewhere between 30 
and 40 people,” he says. “We

contacted the environmental health 
department and they said you have to 
be registered as a food business, even 
if you’re only sharing with friends. 
That’s how Tiny Farmer started.” 

Tiny Farmer is Grant and Shauna’s 
online food-sharing business, 
www.tinyfarmer.co.uk, which now 
supplies more than 150 people with 
compassionately farmed meat. 

Throughout the season, Grant also 
went shooting, bringing home both 
pheasant and partridge - and also 
stalked his first deer. “I went on 
YouTube to find out how to butcher it 
because the butcher wanted £200,” he 
says. “I did it step by step - and it took 
six hours...” 

Given the chance to rent increased 
acreage in Snailwell, the Hawthornes 
then branched out into keeping 
sheep. “That’s probably been the 
highlight of this whole thing for me,” 
smiles Grant. “The sheep are just 
lovely. We only had seven to start with. 
When it came to shearing them, we 
ended up with quite an audience: 
passers-by kept stopping to look!” 

This spring, he and Shauna will be 


investing in a small herd of Aberdeen 
Angus: instead of buying cattle fully- 
grown from local farmers, ready for 
slaughter, they will be rearing the 
animals themselves. They also keep 
chickens for their eggs. 

There are, Shauna and Grant agree, 
almost endless benefits to living a 
more self-sufficient life: it’s more 
ethical, it reduces your carbon 
footprint, it provides you with fresh, 
seasonal food which tastes great and 
is free from all kinds of chemicals 
(including fertilisers and 
preservatives) - and the physical work 
involved helps keep you fit. 

Although the family’s 12-month 
challenge is at an end, they say they 
have no intention of returning to a 
regular supermarket shop (though the 
odd trip to the deli counter might be 
in order). 

“I would definitely recommend 
becoming more self-sufficient,” says 
Shauna. “Yes, it can be hard work and 
it requires quite a lot of commitment 
- but it is hugely rewarding.”

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape.

WRITER-DIRECTOR Nancy 
Meyers has forged a reputation 
with smart, insightful and semi- 
autobiographical comedies that 
reveal myriad potholes in the road 
to true love. 

In her latest film, Meyers skips 
through the emotional minefield of 
post-divorce relationships as 
seen through the eyes of a 
mother, who embarks on a 
tempestuous affair - with her ex- 
husband. 

It’s Complicated is a misnomer - 
the simple, linear narrative follows 
the characters’ machinations to a 
logical conclusion - but the 
sparkling on-screen chemistry 
between the three leads adds 
polish to the familiar material. 

Jane Adler (Streep) runs a 
bakery/ restaurant in Santa 
Barbara, dazzling customers with 
flaky chocolate croissants and 
light, airy breads. 

Her grown-up kids - Lauren 


(Fitzgerald), Luke (Parrish) and 
Gabby (Kazan) - have all moved 
out, leaving Jane to her own 
devices with gal pals Diane 
(Wentworth), Joanne (Place), 
Sally (Dunn) and Trisha (Wilson). 
During a trip to New York to 
celebrate Luke’s graduation, Jane 
gets drunk at the hotel bar with 
attorney ex-husband Jake 
(Baldwin) and the pair end up in 
bed. 

Jane feels guilty as Jake is now 
married to a younger woman, 
Agness (Bell). But she continues 
the affair with Jake, only to 
develop feelings for divorced 
architect Adam (Martin), who she 


has hired to remodel her kitchen. 
“I don’t want to fall for someone 
who’s seeing someone else, I 
couldn’t take that,” he confides. 
It’s Complicated is a delightful 
two hours of laughter and self¬ 
reflection. 

Streep affirms her credentials as 
one of the best comic actresses 
working today. Baldwin is 
irresistible as the bullish alpha 
male determined to turn back 
time. 

Meanwhile, Martin delivers a 
tender and funny performance 
that leaves a lump in the throat 
when it looks likely he will have 
his heart broken again.

GARDENING 


Make design changes 
now to save time later 


T he start of the year is 
often the time when 
many gardeners plan 
what to grow in their vegetable 
and flower borders and look 
into changing their garden’s 
design. 

For many, changes in design are 
often made to accommodate the lack 
of time available to tend their garden. 
This can mean losing areas of lawn 
which are high maintenance and 
fiddly to mow, replacing perennial 
borders with evergreens to add 
interest all year round, and 
introducing large all-year plants to 
containers rather than annuals which 
have to be changed from season to 
season. 

There are some who fear that a low- 
maintenance garden will become dull 
and colourless or simply a haven to 
paving slabs and concrete, but it 
doesn’t have to be that way. 

Cottage gardens are probably out 
for the time-strapped gardener as 
they are generally teeming with plants 
which need some care, including 
annuals, perennials and roses and 
although they may look natural, they 
need an awful lot of cutting back and 
dead-heading.

Likewise, traditional formal 
gardens with the neatest of flower 
borders, bowling green lawns and 
carefully-clipped hedges require a lot 
of maintenance and time. 

You can, however, create a visually 
pleasing space which won’t take huge 
amounts of time to tend if you plan 
carefully. 

Small, enclosed spaces are perfect 
for paving, which could be surround¬ 
ed by raised beds, narrow borders and 
pots, so you can still experiment with 
planting but won’t be weeding and 
digging for hours on end. 

You might include textures to your 
hard landscaping to create interest, 
such as ceramics or cobbles. Raised 
beds can also offer casual seating and 
changes in level to an otherwise- 
featureless space. 

Low-maintenance larger gardens 
can be separated into compartments 


which can be screened from each 
other to provide surprises and 
changes in mood. Many ornamental 
grasses, including Stipa tenuissima 
and sedges (Carex), can be dotted at 
ground level in gravel or slate to 
provide texture to otherwise boring 
areas. 

Large single specimen plants of 
architectural interest, such as 
Japanese maples or phormiums, 
stand out if placed against 
uncluttered backdrops and can 
provide a far more pleasing picture 
than a series of smaller pots 
containing a variety of different 
plants. 

To reduce maintenance, use fences 
with climbing plants rather than 
hedges which need trimming, paths 
of gravel or bricks instead of grass 
ones and self-watering hanging 
baskets instead of free-draining ones. 

Don’t make your flower borders too 
deep as you’ll end up becoming a 
slave to weeding and watering. Use 
reliable ground cover plants such as 
cranesbill geranium to take up any 
visible soil space and mulch your 
borders and areas of bare ground to 
suppress weeds. 

Paved or decked areas, which are 
easy to keep tidy and weed-free, 
provide the hard landscaping for you 


to tend your surrounding plants, 
which ideally should include a 
selection of low maintenance 
flowering shrubs and evergreens. 

Remember, though, that while 
some gardens can be low 
maintenance, no garden is ‘no 
maintenance’. Work out how much 
time you are going to have to look 
after your garden and then plan 
accordingly. Take time now to make 
design changes and you’ll save a heap 
of time later in the season. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
-Fatsiajaponica 

This shade-loving evergreen is as 
tough as old boots provided you don’t 
place it in full sun. It provides a 
tropical touch with its glossy hand¬ 
shaped leaves and branched creamy 
white flowerheads in autumn. Also 
known as the false castor oil plant, it 
has a strong architectural presence 
with its all-year large glossy leaves 
and can take up a large space, 
reaching 3m x 3m (10ft x 10ft) when 
fully grown. For white-edged leaves, 
go for Variegata. It will thrive in dry, 
shady places where others quickly 
wilt. It does, however, need shade or 
at least partial shade. No pruning is 
necessary, just snip out any dead 
leaves caught by the frost to give it a 
spring clean.

AT last - the new Vauxhall Meriva 
family hatchback’s debut date 
has been set, and it should be on 
sale here by the summer. 

Troubles at VauxhalTs parent 
company, General Motors, have 
delayed the arrival of the eagerly- 
awaited Meriva, but it will be paraded 
before the public early in March at 
the Geneva Motor Show 

And shortly after that showcasing 
in Switzerland, it should arrive on 
these shores. It will mean another big 
boost for the Vauxhall profile, for the 
firm has only just launched its latest 
Astra, which is being built in Britain 
at the firm’s Ellesmere Port plant. 



Innovative: Access/egress simplified. 


The new Meriva has two big selling 
points - versatility and family¬ 
friendliness, and both centre on the 
hatchback’s two rear doors. 

Called FlexDoors, they are unique 
in this class because they swing open 
towards the back of the car, at an 
angle of of almost 90 degrees. 

This, says Vauxhall, vastly improves 
the ease with which occupants can 
enter and leave the cabin. 

Rather than having to step back, or 
to one side, as one would using a 
normal front-hinged door, the 
FlexDoors allow unimpeded forward 
access/egress to and from the cabin’s 
three rear seats. The Meriva is a tall, 
small car, too, so the high roof line 
proves a further advantage to this 
easier access. 

With both front and rear doors 
yawning open, they form a protective 
enclosed space for mums and dads to 
attend to little ones without having to 
walk around a rear door, and they 
help afford extra privacy in many 
other ways, such as for toddlers’ 
roadside toilet stops. 

Vauxhall describes this enclosure 
between front and rear doors as a 
parent-friendly zone, and, vitally, the 
FlexDoors can only be opened by 


occupants while the car is stationary 
- an automatic lock engages as soon 
as the car pulls away. 

The idea of rear-hinged back doors 
is not new, but the Meriva’s FlexDoor 
system is the first time it has been 
employed on a family-sized car in 
recent years. 

There are other innovations, too - 
the FlexRail is one, where the centre 
console and storage areas sit on a pair 
of rails, so they can be moved around 
to suit the owner’s needs. 

Consider this with a longer wheel¬ 
base and wider track, more comfor¬ 
table seats that have better rake and 
adjustment, with the rear ones fully 
removable, and it all makes the 
Meriva’s flexibility pretty full-on. 

Cabin materials will enjoy the same 
kind of quality experienced in the 
Insignia and Astra models. 

Vauxhall hasn’t yet revealed 
powerplant details, but will say that 
the Meriva’s engines will see a 
considerable cut in overall running 
costs, and that C02 emissions are 
down by about 15 per cent overall. 

An ecoFlex model will also join the 
line-up in Britain. 

More details will be released by 
Vauxhall closer to the Geneva show.

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‘Roadtraln’ idea will mean 
cars drive that themselves 



The way ahead? Roadtrains mean drivers handing over control of their vehicle to a remote agency so 
that drivers can concentrate on doing something else with guaranteed safety. 


TESTS will start next 
year on cars that “drive 
themselves” in an 
initiative which could 
become a reality within 
10 years. 

Co-ordinated by a UK 
company, the EU project is 
called Sartre (Safe Road 
Trains for the 
Environment) and involves 
a “carpooling” roadtrain 
theory for use on 
motorways. 

The roadtrain would 
consist of six to eight 
vehicles whose occupants 
would be able to relax, read 
the paper or chat on 
mobile phones while 
travelling. 

This would be possible 
because their vehicles 
would be equipped with a 
navigation system and a 
transmitter/receiver unit 
which communicates with 
a lead vehicle. 

This lead vehicle - 
possibly a taxi, a bus or a 
truck - will drive 
“normally” and effectively 
“do the motoring” for the 
rest of the roadtrain. 

Drivers approaching 
their destination will take 
over control of their own 
vehicle, leave the convoy 
by exiting off to the side 


and then continue on their 
own to their destination. 
The other vehicles in the 
road train close the gap 
and continue on their way 
until the convoy splits up. 

The road trains increase 
safety and reduce 
environmental impact 
thanks to lower fuel 
consumption compared 
with cars being driven 
individually. 

The reason is that the 
cars in the train are close to 
each other, exploiting the 
resultant lower air drag. 

The energy saving is 
expected to be in the 
region of 20 per cent. Road 
capacity will also be able to 
be utilised more efficiently. 

The Sartre project will be 
conducted for three years 
starting in 2011 on test 
tracks in the UK, Spain and 
Sweden and eventually on 
public roads in Spain. 

Co-ordinator Tom 
Robinson, of automotive 
engineering company 
Ricardo UK, which is based 
at Shoreham-by-Sea, 
Sussex, said: “The Sartre 
project brings together a 
unique mix of 
technologies, skills and 
expertise from European 
industry and academia.” 


He went on: “The aim is 
to encourage the 
development of safe and 
environmentally effective 
roadtrains. 

“By developing and 
implementing the 

technology at a vehicle 
level, Sartre aims to realise 
the potentially very signifi¬ 
cant safety and environ¬ 
mental benefits of road 
trains without the need to 
invest in changes to road 
infrastructure.” 


Erik Coelingh, technical 
director of active safety 
functions at Volvo Cars, 
said: “I do appreciate that 
many people feel this 
sounds like Utopia. 
However, this type of auto¬ 
nomous driving actually 
doesn’t require any hocus- 
pocus technology, and no 
investment in infra¬ 
structure. 

“Instead, the emphasis is 
on development and on 
adapting technology that is 


already in existence. In 
addition, we must carry 
out comprehensive testing 
to verify our high demands 
on safety.” 

Researchers see road¬ 
trains primarily as a major 
benefit to commuters who 
cover long distances by 
motorway every day, but 
they will also be of 
potential benefit to trucks, 
buses, coaches vans and 
other commercial vehicle 
types. 


Great Wall - the Chinese car maker - due to launch range in UK 


IM Group, the Coleshill, 
West Midlands-based 
firm that imports Subaru, 
Isuzu, and Daihatsu 
vehicles into the UK, has 
now signed a deal to 
bring Chinese motors to 
Britain. IM will import the 
Great Wall Motor 
Company’s cars to 
Europe this year, and 


then into Britain in 2011. 

Great Wall is a privately 
owned Chinese firm, and 
all of its imports will 
meet strict EU standards, 
says IM. 

IM Group did not say 
which Great Wall models 
it will distribute. It said 
the Chinese car maker 
has designed and built 


models specifically to 
meet EU whole-vehicle 
approval standards. 

“This will ensure that 
Great Wall models deliver 
high standards of crash- 
worthiness, equal to 
those of modern 
European and Japanese 
vehicles,” the company 
said.

Of more than 7,500 votes, 18 
per cent - nearly a fifth - were 
for the Range Rover, launched 
in 2001 to widespread 
acclaim. 

“The Range Rover is a fine 
choice for Car of the Decade,” 
said Autocar editor Chas 
Hallett. “Most polls like this 
have results skewed towards 
the latter end of their 
timescale, but not this one. 
That the Range Rover was 
launched nine years ago yet 
remains a benchmark speaks 
volumes for the brilliance of 
its design - and for the taste of 
the people who voted for it.” 

The Range Rover saw off 


strong showings from the Mk 
II Lotus Elise, which took 
second place with 12.5 per 
cent of the vote, and the 
Bugatti Veyron and Nissan GT- 
R, which each polled 8.8 
percent of the total to finish 
joint third. 

Nissan’s 2009 GT-R is a 
recent introduction but offers 
staggering performance at a 
(relatively) affordable price of 
under £60,000. 

Other notable placings in 
the survey went to the Lotus 
Elise-based Vauxhall VX220 
Ford Focus, Audi R8, Rolls- 
Royce Phantom, Tata Nano 
and Mk II Toyota Prius.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Brown is confident the 
club’s new ground will be 
ready by the spring. 

Rovers will not move into 
their new home at 
Chalkstone Playing Fields 
until next season, but 
Brown is keen to have the 
new facility completed by 
the summer in time for the 
World Cup when football 
fever is set to grip the 
community once again. 

“It’s going to be great for 
the town,” he said. 

“We’re looking to bring 
players through the youth 
team and reserves and into 
the first team. We’ve got a 
good percentage of Haverhill 
lads playing for us and we 
want that to continue. 

“We’re hoping to have it 
ready before the World Cup 
when interest in football 
will increase and hopefully 
a few people in the town 
will come along to the club 
on the back of that.” 

Work on the £2million 
ground, which will provide 
greater opportunities for 
community use, started in 
the autumn and although 
the completion date has 
been set for April 9, the 
recent cold snap has 
delayed the project for 
three weeks. 

Brown said it is now 
unlikely the ground will be 
ready before May. “So far 


the work has been 
progressing well,” he said. 

“The snow has caused a bit 
of a delay, but we’re not 
bothered about it being fini¬ 
shed a little bit later because 
we won’t actually need to use 
it until next season.” 

The new stadium will 
include a new floodlit pitch 
build to Ridgeons League 
standards with a main stand 
and covered standing areas, 
six dressing rooms, a physio 
room, office, committee 
room and bar area. 

In the next few weeks 


contractors will complete the 
internal work such as light¬ 
ing, electrics, plumbing and 
furnishing, with the main 
stand also being finished in 
the final few weeks. 

The project is the 
culmination of a 
community football project 
with funding from 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, the Football
